In taking a su rvey of th e variou s 
missionary cou ntries of th e world it 
is very appropriate to consider Persia 
and Tu rkey at th e same time or even 
togeth er for th e reason th at in tl: 
h istory of th e past th eir relations t< 
Ch ristianity h ave been very similar 
and th e problems th at confront the 
Ch ristian ch u rch in both cou ntries to 
day 
are practically th e same. 
Th e 
h istory of God's people bar. been as 
soeiated with th at of Persia from th e 
very beginning, and th e present Tu rk­ 
ish empire inclu des lands wh ere proph 
cts lived and labored, th e apostle.' 
preach ed first th e good news of sal 
vatlon and wh ere, above all, occu rred 
th e life, th e' toils, th e sorrows, th e 
death and resu rrection of ou r Lord. 
In 
both 
th e su preme conflict is 
against Moh ammedanism, th e ancient 
enemy of th e Ch ristian religion. 
IVr 
sia and Tu rkey th erefore appeal to u s 
in th e same way for a special interest 
in ou r prayers and sympath y and as 
sistance to th e end th at th ey may be­ 
come a part of th e kingdom of ou r 
Lord and Saviou r, Jesu s Ch rist. 
Modern Ch ristian missions in Persia 
date back ju st a centu ry ago. 
Th e 
first missionary 
was Henry Martyn, 
wh o learned th e Persian langu age as 
a ch aplain in India. 
In 1811 h e went 
to Persia to complete and improve th e 
Persian translation of th e New Testa­ 
ment. 
Wh en h is translation was fin­ 
ish ed h e tried to get it before th e 
king, bu t was bitterly opposed by th e 
mu llah s, and h is book was rejected 
with scorn. 
Th ou gh he left Persia 
with ou t th e knowledge of a single 
conv ert as a resu lt of h is labors, yet 
in after years bis translations of th e 
New Testam ent and Psalm s bore re­ 
m arkable fru it. 
Th e first American missionary to th e 
Tu rkish empire was Levi Parsons. He 
reach ed Jeru salem Feb. 17, 1821, and 
again th e conq u est of th e no ly Land 
was begu n, not by th e meth ods of th e 
ancient cru saders, bu t by th e modprn 
meth ods of missionary activity, and 
let u s earnestly pray th at th ese meth ­ 
ods may be more su ccessfu l. 
It is a singu lar fact th at th ere are 
no mission fields in th e world wh ere 
th e Bible h as been su ch an Important 
factor as in Persia and in Tu rkey, th e 
very places in wh ich God gave Ilis 
revelations to man. Henry M artyn 
went to Tersia to translate th e Scrip­ 
tu res and notch ing h as been more in­ 
flu ential in bu ilding u p Ch rist’s king­ 
dom in th e h earts and lives of men

It is at least 
3,500 y ears o ld and is listed in the m u­ 
seum as “Accessio u No . OSS." 
“It is w ritten o n a small piece o f 
limesto ne," sav s the Jo urnal o f the 
American Medical Asso ciatio n, "abo ut 
3V> by 3 inches in its present so mewhat 
Injured co nditio n, carefully smo o thed 
fo r the purpo se, fo rming what is ca'led 
an ‘o straco n.’ 
“The writing was do ne with a brush 
and so me so rt o f black ink o r paint, 
fo r pens did no t co me into use in Eg y pt 
until the Ro man time. 
The substance 
emplo y ed was well adapted fo r its pur­ 
po se, fo r the writing is still quite plain, 
ex cept near the edg es o f the sto ne, 
where frag mentatio n has o ccurred. 
“The inscriptio n is in the o ld cursiv e 
hieratic writing , so m ewhat similar to 
that o f the o ld Ebers papy rus, which 
dates fro m abo ut 1GO0 B. C. 
It is 
w ritten o n bo th sides o f the sto ne with 
w hat Eg y pto lo g ists 
wo uld pro bably 
call ty pical Eg y ptian neg lect o f such 
details, fro m abo v e do wn o n the lo ng er 
m easurement o f the sto ne o n o ne side, 
but acro ss o n the o ther side, as so me 
ladies o f the present day , after hav ing 
w ritten do wn o ne sheet o f letter pa- 
p6f, turn it o v er and write cro sswise 
o n the back o f it.

whence this specimen cdmes. 
It was 
no ticed in the museum so me y ears 
ag o by Max Mueller, who reco g nized 
its medical character and translated 
the inscriptio n, tho ug h rather unsatis­ 
facto rily .

to find the place o f its o rig in, but the 
specimen had co me with a number o f 
o ther antique finds o f many kinds

Eg y pt, and its ex act pro v enience, to 
nse the archaeo lo g ic term, co uld no t be 
determined. 
“The prescriptio n as written seems 
to be a co py , because po rtio ns that in 
the o rdinary medical writing s o f the 
time are abbrev iated are here written 
o ut co mpletely , just as co pies o f pre­ 
scriptio ns written o ut by drug g ists to ­ 
day hav e the abbrev iatio ns enlarg ed. 
“The ing redients called fo r in the 
prescriptio n 
are 
mainly

sto nes. 
These were to be g ro und up, 
to be used fo r fumig atio n. 
Pro fesso r 
v o n Oefele, an autho rity o n ancient 
E g y ptian medicine, suspects the case 
was o ne o f hy steria, tho ug h there is 
no indicatio n o f this o n the prescrip­ 
tio n itself. 
“ Gro und precio us sto nes were fav o r­ 
ite remedies fo r hv sterical m anifesta­ 
tio ns. 
They were used fo r fumig atio n 
whenev er the ball in the thro at, o ur 
rg lo bus hy stericus, was a pro minent 
sy mpto m. 
“Indicatio ns

the- 
prescriptio n 
sho w that v ario us classes o f precio us 
and semiprecio us sto nes were used 
fo r patients o f differing deg rees o f 
wealth 
Fo r the v ery wealthy a v alu­ 
able sto ne like sapphire was used 
Fo r tho se o f mo derate wealth a mo re 
mo dest sto ne wo uld do . 
Fo r the po o r 
malachite, which was rather co mmo n, 
sufficed. The remedies which cure the 
nerv o us affectio ns o f o rdinary peo ple 
seem nev er to hav e been capable o f 
pro ducing the same effect, o n tlie neu­ 
ro tic sy mpto ms o f the wealthy , fo r 
who m so mething quite different and, 
abo v e all. much mo re co stly is re­ 
quired. 
“ F urther study o f the specimen will 
do ubtless bring o ut mo re interesting 
details with reg ard to the medicine o f 
the time.”

Edw in Austin Abbey , who died re­ 
cently in Lo udo n, after Jo hn Sing er 
Sarg ent and the late Jam es McNeill 
Whistler, was o ne o f the well kno wn 
members o f a g ro up o f American 
painters making Eng land their ho me. 
Mr. Abbey 's career was po ssibly less 
Sensatio nal, if by u<? means less po pu­ 
larly successful, than tho se o f his two 
disting uished fello w co untry men. His 
wall panels o f the “Knig hts o f King 
A rthur" in the Bo sto n Public library , 
particularly the striking “Sir Gala- 
had,” are g enerally familiar. He was 
co mmissio ned to paint the co ro natio n 
o f Kiug Edw ard a decade ag o , and 
befo re his fatal illness he was .arrang ­ 
ing to co me to this co untry and to his 
nativ e state to install his last paint­ 
ing s in the capito l at H arrisburg , Pa. 
The o fficial picture o f the co ro natio n 
o f Liis majesty Kiug E dw ard VII. was 
ex hibited during 19 03 and 19 04. Of the 
deco ratio ns fo r the state capito l o f 
Pennsy lv ania abo ut half had already 
been deliv ered, the wo rks finished in­ 
cluding the eig ht painting s in the ro ­ 
tunda, which were placed in 19 08 , and 
the painting s fo r the hall o f the ho use. 
Mr. Abbey was in his six tieth y ear, 
hav ing been bo rn at Philadelphia o n 
April 1, 1S52. 
He beg an his artistic 
educatio n a t the Academy o f Fine Arts 
in the Quaker City , and ho held ho n­ 
o rary deg rees o f m aster o f arts fro m 
Yale and do cto r o f laws fro m the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Pennsy lv ania. Abbey went 
to New Yo rk in 1S7 1 and was eng ag ed 
as an illustrato r by the Harpers, g o ing 
to Eng land fo r them in 1S7 8 . He m ar­ 
ried Mary Gertrude Mead, daug hter 
o f Frederick Mead o f New Yo rk, in 
1S9 0. In that sam e y ear he ex hibited 
his first picture to be sho wn in Lo n­ 
do n at the Ro y al Academy , entitled 
“A May Day Mo rning .”
